To correct the picture, Dr. 
Kalish suggests a new set of 
ground rules: 

Society's main responsibility 
-should -be-lo^ur oldpr-cltiiens- 
The older person who has 
already expended his life's 
energies for his community 
needs his rewards right now, 
not in the tomorrow that his 
juniors can looV forward to. The 
best way to maintain healthy 
continuity of ideas and values Is 
to reward the old, so that the 
young will observe the reward 
system and attempt to emulate 
their elders in order- .to gain 
these rewards for themelves in 
the later years. 

What he urges, too-, are more 
and more geriatric clinics and 
less attention to constructing 
maternal and child care clinics, 
since we already have, tobvmany 
babies anyway. But if a baBy~ii|^ 
wanted. It taKes less than a yeai^ 
to have one, while In contrast, it 



takes 70 or more years to 
nurture an older person. 

Is he unfair? Insensitive? " 

"I have only -applied against- 
the young' the reverse of "what'I 
hear against the elderly. If we 
truly respeet the dignity and 
worth of an individual, rather 
than his potential for material 
gain and productivity, then we 
need to jiidge people by such 
criteria as integrity, com- 
passion and humanity, rather 
than by the criterion of payoff."

LUGANO, Switzerland -The 
Swiss, hitherto very tolerant in 
admitting foreign nationals who 
want to live and work in Swit- 
zerland, appear to be heading 
toward a much-more restrictive 
policy. 

One pointer to this treiKl c^me 
in the results of the general 
election held in Switzerland at 
the end M October. In this 
election, eleven of those elected 
to the Swiss lower house were 
known to have "anti-foreigner" 



views.. In the previous 
parllatnent, only one man 
represented this viewpoint — 
James Schwarzenbach, deputy 
from Zurich'. 

Now Schwarzenbach has 10 
companion^, six of th>m 
belonging to his own Republican 
party, and the other four from a 
splinter party .known as 
National Action. Combined, 
they will have considerable 
nuisance value in the new 
house. 



their success at the polls also 
will tend to embarrass the Swiss 
authorities in negotiations with 
the foreign countries from 
which their alien- residents 
origlnate_j and notably with the 
government of Italy. Some 
600,000 Italians, most of them 
imported to offset the shortage 
of labor in Switzerland, make 
up more than one-half of the 
nearly one n;iillion foreigners 
who currently have permission 
to reside in the country. 



Problems connected with 
their presence —such as 
whether they sl^iould enjoy the 
same social ane economic 
rights as national citizens — 
already have caused friction 
Ijetween the two countries. This 
is especially so since the Swiss, 
in response to an apparent rise 
of xenophobic sentiment^ have 
adopted a policy of gradually 
reducing the number of foreign 
workers in the country, at the 
rate of about 40,000 a year. _
